In April 1985, these five 
communities formed the 
Southwest Recreation Corp. 
Their goal was to reopen the 
Center by, first, identifying var- 
ious funding sources. 

They managed to secure 
grants from United Way 
($40,000), the Columbus 
Foundation ($28,000), the 
Columbus Youth Foundation 
($10,000), plus contracts from 
the Southwest City Schools, 
and the Westland, Grove City, 
and Franklin Heights Schools 
for the use of the Center's 
swimming pool. The schools 
use the pool for practice and 
swim meets between November 
and February. 

Also, the Franklin County 
Commissioners earmarked

Academy reaches out for |_~ 
top Black Army recruits |-4

So you're 17 years old, pre- 
paring to enter your senior 
year. You have a strong aca- 
demic background, and you're 
pretty athletic, but you're not 
sure you Will be able to afford 
the price of college —- particu- 
larly the kind of college which 
offers extensive training in the 
high-technology areas which 
are going to be the core of the 
future. 

Well, Cardell Hervey is 
reaching out for you. 

He is willing to offer you -- if 
you qualify -- a full college 
education valued at $175,000 
for the four years; a job while 
you go to school at $6500 per 
year; anda guaranteed job with 
huge responsibilities after you 
graduate. 

Sounds interesting? Well, 
there's only one hitch: the 
school is the United States Mil- 
itary Academy -- West Point. 

Hervey, a West Point admis- 
sions officer, was visiting 
Columbus public high schools 
recently as a part of Project 
Outreach, the Academy's pro- 
gram to increase the number of 

Blacks in the service aca- 
demies. 

Project Outreach

Application for the service 
academies is a two-stage pro- 
cess which begins in the spring 
of the junior year. At that time, 
the interested student should 
apply for admission jointly with 
the particular academy and 
with his senators or congress- 
man. 

Each congressman and 
senator has five cadetships 
available to him at each 
academy, although other nom- 
inations are available for quali- 
fied students. 

The Academy then rigor- 
ously reviews the student's 
application, looking for what 
Hervey calls “a good college 
preparatory program,” includ- 
ing higher-level math, foreign 
language background, and 
higher-level sciences. The 
Academy also expects college 
entrance exams in the high 
middle rangé -- at least 20 on 
the ACT and 500 on each part 
of the SAT. The student should 
rank in the top 20 percent of his 
class. Students will also be 
reviewed for athletic ability and 
leadership capability. 

The Army, and, other servi- 
ces, are concerned about 
increasing the number of Black 
officers, Hervey said. 

“There's a large Black popu- 
lation in the Army,” Hervey 
asserted, “but we don't have 
the officer population to sup- 
port that.” 

In addition to Mifflin and 
Centennial in Columbus, Her- 
vey, who is assigned to recruit 
in the midwest, has visited . 
between 150 and 200 high 
schools in the area, letting stu- 
dents know “there is some- 
thing available for them out 
there” in the armed services. 
With the nationwide decline in 
Black college enrollment, Her- 
vey believes, “it's even more 
critical to get the information 
out about what's available at 
West Point.”

King Center opening 


| The King Center has finally 
4 Opened. Almost three years after 
‘it was conceived, as an alterna- 
tive to the proposed renaming of 
of-Long St. to honor the slain civil 
-{\rights leader, the Martin Luther 
King Center for the Performing 
“y'and Cultural Arts celebrated its 
Opening, on March 27. 
We applaud this event. 
There are hundreds of people 
-- from Columbus City Council 
President Jerry Hammond, who 
spurred the project; to Les 
Wexner, who has provided 
‘matching funding; to Nationwide 
-P'fhsurance which has-been a 
thajor corporate contributor; to 
JPthe many individuals who have 
‘I'tnade pledges to assist.in the 
building of the center -- who 
deserve honor for making this 
project a community-wide event. 
The King Center stands for 
what is best in our community. 
It stands for corporate com- 
‘mitment to the shaping of a 
dream. It stands for the renova- 
‘ton of history; the new center, 
after all, is the old Pythian Thea- 
tre, a building which was built by 
-Rand for Black people in 1928, and 
:@tnat housed some of Black Amer- 
ica's most famous entertainers. 
Most of all, it stands for coop-

eration in the building of a new 
vision of what life can be like on 
the city's Near Eastside. 

Yet, we must be careful in our 
exultation over the opening. An 
opening is merely a beginning; it 
is simply the start of a long 
journey. 

The success of the King Cen- 
ter will depend on the Center's 
board and its backers weaving a 
sense of community which uni- 
tes all aspects of the Black com- 
munity citywide into a unified 
force in support of the Center. 

The signs, in this regard, are 


‘-r not promising. Fhe date.of the 
‘opening itself — in the midst of 


the citywide Baptist Simultane- 
ous Revival -- represents an 
insensitivity to the sociological 
and cultural life of the total Black 
community thatis hard to ignore. 

We hope that oversights like 
this are hot repeated. For the 
King Center to be successful, it 
will need the total support of the 
wide range of Black community 
organizations. 

Despite the problem, we sup- 
port this grand opening. We want 
to see the King Center around for 
along time, and we urge the total 
Black community to support the 
activities its board is developing. 


‘Baby M’ and Blacks 


J — The judicial family feud 
between the well-to-do Sterns 

,and the poor Whiteheads over 

.the fate of “Baby M", the product 
\\p-of a surrogate parenting arran- 
v§ gement, has generated little 

comment among Black people. 

Yet, we believe that this frighten- 

ing case has powerful ramifica- 

“tions for Blacks, and should be 
“I decided on behalf of the White- 

‘head family. 

The facts are simple: the 

Sterns, an upper-middle income 
:,J-couple in which both are doc- 
tors, were childless. They con- 
tracted witha surrogate- 
parenting firm, who chose"Mary 
Whitehead, the wife of a mainte- 
nance man, as the parent for the 
Stern child. 

Mrs. Whitehead was artificially 
inseminated with Dr. Stern's 
sperm, and later gave birth tothe 
Child. When she decided that she 
did not want to give up the child, 
and refused the $10,000 payment 
she had been promised, the 
Sterns took her to court. 

The implications of this case 
for Blacks are many, and trou- 
bling. In order to decide this 
case, the court is looking at the 
“best interests of the child.” 

But for many in the Black 
community, this whole notion is 
a cause for concern. Who, after 

all, should decide what are the 
“best interests of the child,” and 
what are the criteria? After all, 
many Black families who: have 
been in contact with children’s 


services agencies are confronted 
with a distinct conflict between 
the cultural values that the white 
society has and the values that 
are common and acceptable 
within the Black family. 

Indeed, some of the testimony 
which has already come out in 
the case, by trained psychiatrists 
and social workers, indicates a 
distinct bias in favor of the Sterns 
-- precisely because of their 
social status, income, and edu- 
cational background. 

The whole area of ‘surrogate 
parenting’ is itself a cause for 
concern. To Blacks, it should 
recall the selling of children in 
slavery. In fact, one of the psy- 
chiatrists testifying in the case 
called Mrs. Whitehead simply a 
“rented uterus" -- a dehumaniz- 
ing concept which is more akin 
to modern-day slavery than any 
enlightened notion of the inher- 
ent value of every person. 

We had hoped that the court 
hearing this case would find in 
behalf of the natural mother, Mrs. 
Whitehead--but, instead, they 
found against her. But more 
importantly, we urge legislatures 
around the country -- and Ohio 
--to outlaw this kind of nefarious, 
back-door Slavery, which 
amounts to the trafficking in 
young life. 

We as Blacks should be partic-

Nancy has done at least as 
much to help Ronald Reagan 
become President as any of 
the advisors sitting outside 
the Oval Office. She will still 
be at his side long after her 
husband's “inner circle” has 
gone off to work on their luc- 
rative insider books 

The ultimate irony in this 
democracy of ours is how 
precariously we place our 
First Ladies on their pedestals 
— envied by some and dis- 
missed by others. At best we 
glorify them as super wives; at 
worst, they're trivialized 
volunteers. 

First Ladies seem to be 
valued in direct proportion to 
their ability to be invisible. Ata 
minimum they have to have 
the good taste to appear pow- 
erless, the critics imply. 


There seems to be an 
unwritten rule in our culture 
that defines the power of a 
man by the apparent help- 
lessness of his woman. 
consequently, a wife who is 
strong has to worry about 
making her husband look 
weak, especially in politics. 

That is the rule Nancy Rea- 
gan herself has always tried to 
play by. That is the rule being 
invoked by those who com- 
plain: “Who elected Nancy?” 


But it is time to change 
those rules. Any public couple 
worthy of respect these days 
is a partnership -- and both 
partners, elected official and 
spouse, will have strong opin- 
ions. Usually they will agree. 
Sometimes they won't. 

But citizens ought to wel- 
come the open expression of 
those opinions -— so that we 
get to know our public leader- 
ship better. And so that the 
exercise of family influence 
can be understood and 
weighed in the same fashion 
that we weigh other influen- 
ces — money, media, consti- 
tuencies, and even con- 
science. 

” Ever since Abigail Adams 
admonished Jotn to “remem- 
ber the ladies,” public figures 


in our democracy have had 
“domestic” advisors -- some 
discreet, some not so discreet. 

The real danger to the 
Republic is not that Nancy 
Reagan has finally asserted 
herself. After all, she was right 
about Donald Regan. And, 
from all accounts, she is right 
about arms control. 

The real danger arises if the 
President becomes incapaci- 
tated and unable to choose 
among the competing efforts 
to influence him. On the basis 
of recent evidence, that 
doesn't seem to be the case. 
On the matter of his Chief of 
Staff, the President simply 
chose to follow the best 
advice. it happened to come 
from his most consistently 
candid advisor.

Demjanjuk is accused of a 


crime committed some forty 
years ago, somewhere other 
than the thresholds of Amer- 
ica the beautiful. Yet, right 
here in America, people are 
speaking out and protesting 
forthe punishment of the man 
for the abominable evil sup- 
posedly committed by this 
man. 

Demjanjuk and his accusers 
have become heroes. They 
are known from coast to coast 
and read about in every news- 
Paper and seen on screens of 
televisions.

Apart from international ter- 


rorism,'the three major prob- 
lems that are bugging Ameri- 
cans are the budget deficit, 
the trade deficit, and tax 
reform. 


Only the budget deficit has 
received intensive and syste- 
matic study. Three thousand 
professional managers and 
analysts under the aegis of the 
Grace Commission, placed 
each and every agency of the 
Federal Government and each 
and every Federal spending 
program under a microscope. 
Private industry paid their 
salaries and expenses. 


They came up with 2476 
specific recommendations for 
reform and they estimated 
that if all their recommenda- 
tions were implemented, the 
budget deficit would disap- 
pear within a few years. What 
happened? 


Less than one-third of their 
recommendations have been 
accepted and implemented. 


if the President and the 
Congress are really sérious 
about the persistent budget 
deficit, they will dust off that 
report and get busy on the 
remaining recommendations.

The Reagan Administration 
has said that such affirmative 
action plans are impermissible, 
because they extend benefits 
to minorities and women who 
were not themselves discrimi- 
nated against and they discrim- 
inate against white males. 

In two other recent cases, 
the Supreme Court also came 
down on the side of affirmative 
action against opposition of 
white males. By.a 5-4 vote, the 
court held that a plan imposed 
by a federal court judge in Ala- 
bama requiring, for a short 
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time, a one-to-one promotion 
ratio between Blacks and 
whites in the Alabama High- 
way Patrol was permissible, 
given the history of “egre- 
gious” discrimination in the 
patrol. } 

In a separate case, the court 
refused to hear an appeal from 
white Cincinnati firefighters 
who were fighting a plan which 
would force the promotion of 
Black firefighters in that city.
